Ocrosrn, to be exact, when a smai! coünter opened for buszess in 
the first Post Office in West Palm Beach: The Post Office was in the Stowers 
Bldg. which wes on the Northwest corner of Clematis and Narcissus, and the 


proprietor of the counter newly opened for business was Mr. A. P. Anthony (Gus 
for short). Gus was one of the many young men who followed the East Coast 
Railway down the coast of Florida and came here with the will and energy to 
push the enterprises of the just-hatched “tent city” of West Palm Beach. 


Inside of a few months Gus opened his first shoe and clothing store, adjoining 
the Post Office, and with the slogan “Anthony’s Shoes Are Silent Salesmen" 
posted on every telegraph pole from Stuart to Miami, soon operated a thriving 
business; In the year 1901, Gus was joined by J. R. Anthony, Jr. (better-known 
as Rem) and in 1903 they were joined by their brother E. D. (that’s Em) and 
the firm became known as ANTHONY BROTHERS.
